,]. Pershing1, speaking before a crowd 
which packed Madison Square Gar­ 
den tonight at one of the greatest pa­ 
triotic demonstrations here since the 
signing of the armistice, bitterly de­ 
nounced persons of foreign birth who 
seek the freedom of this country to 
spread “ political and warlike propa­ 
ganda” to weaken the ties of friend­ 
ship between the United States and 
her allies in the late war. 
1 he meet­ 
ing was held under the auspices of 
the American Legion and other pa­ 
triotic societies as a protest against 
the recent mass meeting arranged to 
voice objection 
to tin* 
presence of 
French colonial troops 
Germany, described 
as 
on the Rhine.” 
Fifteen minutes before the meeting 
v,as called to order by Col. tra n k 
Galbraith dr., national commander of 
the American Legion, the Fire De­ 
partment officials ordered the doors of 
the garden closed to bar further ad­ 
missions. 
More than 14,000 persons 
were then packed into the historic 
structure, while 
thousands 
of less 
fortunate ones were swarming around 
the building in a frantic endeavor to 
enter. 
Gen. Pershing, paying tribute to 
foreign-born citizens who served un­ 
der him in the Phdlippines, Mexico 
ami Franc«, declared it was entirely 
proper that 
foreigners should cling 
to the folk lore, literature and music 
of the native land, but he assailed 
those who seek to dictate American 
questions and political policies by the 
standards of their own countries. 


“We have no quarrel 
with 
the 
American of foriegn birth,” he said. 
“ We want them to know th a t Ameri­ 
ca is an inspiration, that is, something 
spiritual, a goal toward which 
we 
aim. 
But we object to the foreign- 
born citizen who attem pts to decide 
an American question for a foreign 
reason, whether he of German lineage 
and proposese to determine an Am­ 
erican policy because of German prej­ 
udice, or whether hi* be Irish, Italian, 


Hungarian or Russian who seeks for 
similar reasons to decide 
American 
questions. 
1 bitterly resent the abuse 
of American citizenship or residence 
for the purpose of political or warlike 
propaganda in foreign countries. 
“ In America there can be no place 
for those who, while claiming equal 
citizenship with us and enjoying 
its 
privileges under our flag, yet con­ 
tinue 
their 
allegiance 
to 
another 
country. 
There can be no such thing 
as dual citizenship in America. Un­ 
der no guise can this country 
be 
made the breeding place of intriguer. 
We welocnm all those who honestly 
desire to become American 
citizens 
and adopt America as their own, but 
we abhor the intriguer, who at 
the 
same time would secretly plot against 
our interests. 
“There were with me in the Philip­ 
pines, in Mexico and in France thou­ 
sands of foreign-horn mens, hardly 
able to speak our tongue, who had in 
their hearts the spirit of American­ 
ism and the* devotion to make 
the 
supreme sacrifice. 
Indeed, there was 
often a zeal for all 
that 
American 
means that would put to blush many 
oliler Americans who have fallen be­ 
low the obligations of their birth­ 
right. 
For all of those we have a 
very warm feeling of comradeship.” 
“Two years have passed, and what 
of t<xlay ? 
Are we to forget the 
vows of yesterday? 
Is the w'anton 
destruction in France and 
Belgium 
an<l on the seas to he condoned? Shall 
subtle propaganda again lift its pois­ 
onous head to weaken our friendship ! 
Are those who made the supreme sac­ 
rifice no longer t*» 
be 
r e m e m b e r e d 
among us? 
The answer is, that the principles 
fur which America fought are immu- 
ta b ’e. and the allies besides whom 
we fought are our friends. 
America 
shall remain steadlast in her attitude 
against aggression and 
insist 
that 
outlaw nations be held to full re­ 
sponsibility and pay the full penal­ 
ty of their misdeeds, to the end that 
in the future all nations may know 
the cost of such misdeeds against civ­ 
ilization.” 
Martin W. Littleton, another speak­ 
er 
declared: 
“ We 
should 
not be 
asked to dwell upon the horrors of 


the Rhine when our hearts are 
-till 
heavy with horrors of the Marne.” 
“ In our efforts to be loyal to our 
own blood,” he added, "W hate ver that 
blood may he, we must not 
make 
America a distant dueling ground for 
foreign feudists who came here 
to 
settle the legendary grudges of 
the 
Old World.” 
Senator Frank B. Willis of Ohio de­ 
clared obedience to law was one 
of 
the fundamental duties of an Amer­ 
ican citizen, and said the red radical, 
breathing

brandishing the torch, is

dangerous than the colorless, 
spine­ 
less citizen who weakly consents to 
the violation of the law."

1H.—Gen. 'John 
J. Pershing, speaking before a crowd 
which packed Madison Square G ar­ 
den tonight at one of the greatest pa­ 
triotic demonstrations here since the 
signing of the armistice, bitterly de­ 
nounced persons of foreign birth who 
seek the freedom of this country to 
spread “ political and warlike propa­ 
ganda" to weaken the ties of friend­ 
ship between the United States and 
her allies in the late war. 
The meet­ 
ing was held under the auspices of 
th** American lx*gion and other pa­ 
triotic societies as a protest against 
the recent mass meeting arranged to 
voice objection 
to the 
presence of 
French colonial troops 
in 
occupied 
Ciermany, described as “The horror 
on the Rhine." 
Fifteen minutes bofore the meeting 
was called to order by Col. Frank 
Galbraith Jr., national commander of 
the American Region, the Fire De­ 
partm ent officials ordered the doors of 
the garden closed to bar further ad­ 
missions. 
More than 14,000 persons 
were then packed into the historic 
structure, while 
thousands 
of less 
fortunate ones were swarming around 
the building in a frantic endeavor to 
enter. 
Gen. Pershing, paying tribute to 
foreign-born citizens who served un­ 
der him in the Philippines, Mexico 
ami France, declared it was entirely 
proper that foreigners should cling 
to the folk lore, literature ami music 
of the native land, but he assailed 
those who seek to dictate American 
questions and political policies by the 
standards of their own countries. 
“ We have no quarrel 
with 
the 
American of foriegn birth,” he said. 
“ We want them to know that Ameri­ 
ca is an inspiration, that is, something 
spiritual, a goal toward which 
we 
aim. 
But we object to the foreign- 
born citizen who attem pts to decide 
an American question for a foreign 
reason, whether he of German lineage 
and proposese to determine an Am­ 
erican policy because of German prej­ 
udice, or whether he be Irish, Italian, 


Hungarian or Russian who seeks for 
similar reasons to decide 
American 
questions. 
I bitterly resent the abuse 
of American citizenship or residence 
for the purpose of political or warlike 
propaganda in foreign countries. 
“ In America there can be no place 
for those who, while claiming equal 
citizenship with us and enjoying 
its 
privileges under our flag, yet con­ 
tinue 
their 
allegiance 
to 
another 
country. 
There can be no such thing 
as dual citizenship in America. Un­ 
der no guise can this country 
be 
made the breeding place of intriguer. 
We welocme all those who honestly 
desire to become American 
citizens 
ami adopt America as their own, but 
we abhor the intriguer, who at 
the 
same time would secretly plot against 
our interests. 


“There were with me in the Philip­ 
pines, in Mexico and in France thou­ 
sands of foreign-born men. hardly 
able to speak our tongue, who had in 
their hearts the spirit of American­ 
ism and the devotion to make 
the 
supreme sacrifice. 
Indeed, there was 
often a zeal for all 
that 
American 
means that would put to blush many 
older Americans who have fallen be­ 
low the obligations of thoir birth­ 
right. 
For all of those we have a 
very warm feeling of comradeship." 
“Two years have passed, and what 
of tmiay ? 
Are we to forget the 
vows of yesterday? 
Is the wanton 
destruction in France and 
Belgium 
ami on the seas to be condoned? Shall 
subtle propaganda again lift its pois­ 


o n o u s head to weaken our friendship? 
Art* those who made the supreme sac­ 
rifice no longer to 
be 
remembered

The answer is, that the principles 
for which America fought are inimu- 
tahb*. ami the allies besides whom 
we fought are our friends. 
America 
shall remain steadfast in her attitude 
against aggression and 
insist 
that 
outlaw nations be held to full re­ 
sponsibility and pay the full penal­ 
ty of their misdeeds, to the end that 
in the future all nations may know 
the cotit of such misdeeds against civ­ 
il ization."

1787, it officially adopted the Con 
stitution and thus wus made a 
beginning of our present Federal 
government. 
According to the 
seventh article of the Constitu­ 
tion, however, it was necessary 
for nine states to ratify it before 
it actually came into force.

June, by which time eight other 
states hud accepted the Consti­ 
tution, that the United States of 
America actually came into be­ 
ing. 
The early history of Delaware 
was a varied one. 
It started in 
1038 when u small party of 
Swedes settled at the mouth of

Sweden. 
In 
1655. 
Peter 
Stuyvesunt, the governor of the 
Dutch colony of New Nether­ 
lands, annexed this territory. But 
it did not long remain Dutch, 
for In 1004 th»- English took 
possession. 
When Pennsylvania 
was deeded to William I’cnn he 
desired access to the sescoast 
and at his urgent request Dela­ 
ware was transferred to Penn’s 
proprietorship. 
From the be­ 
ginning of the eighteenth cen­ 
tury, however, Delaware had Its 
separate legislature, and at the 
time of the Revolution it be­ 
came un independent state. 
D elaw are is next to the small­ 
est of our states, having an area 
of only 2,370 square m iles.' Its 
participation in presidential elec­ 
tions Is limited to three electors. 
This Is arranged according to 
population. Each state is entitled 
to the same num ber of presiden­ 
tial electors as It bus members 
of congress, so the influence of 
the different slates In voting for 
the President varies from Dela­ 
ware'« three electors to New 
York's 45. 
As to the derivation of the 
name Delaware, this was appro­ 
priately given to the state from 
the river,

enter a comfortable rest and exhibit 
room, where they will be* provided 
with literature and told by well-in­ 
formed attendants of the wonders of 
the “Promised Land.”

is 
hoped to install a moving picture ma­ 
chine, which will show actual scenes 
of Southeast Missouri, such as drain­

From this center, as well as from 
the Southeast Missouri headquarters 
of the Bureau, in Sikeston, will
